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CHARTER BOARD 

ADOPTS $50,000 
BUDGET, SETS 
UP PROCEDURE 


Freeholders Tentative- 
ly Approve 12 Rules, 
Including One to 


Open Meetings to 
Public. 


The 13-member Board of 
Freeholders charged with the 
task of modernizing St. Louis's 
42-year-old charter completed a 
major portion of its organiza- 
tional work at a meeting yester- 
day in Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker's office at City Hall. 

Twelve rules governing pro- 
cedure were approved _tenta- 
tively, a $50,000 operating 
budget was adopted and a meet- 
ing place agreed upon. 

The board has one year in 
which to complete its work of 
drafting a new charter which 
will be submitted to voters for 
approval. 

Rules of procedure tentatively 
approved provide that all board 
meetings be open to the public, 
except executive sessions, and 
require a two-thirds vote of | 
members present at a meeting 
to go into executive session. 
This is in accord with a policy 
adopted by the board to avoid 
executive sessions and to hold 
them only for “compelling 
cause.” 

Meetings of the freeholders 
will be weekly and will be of 
two-hour duration, unless the’ 
chairman indicates at the open- 
ing of a session it will be longer 
and designates the time of ad- 
journment, or unless a_ two- 
thirds nmrajority of those present 
votes to extend the time. 

Additional rules of procedure 
providing for establishment of 
standing committees of the 
board will be considered at a 
meeting next Friday 

The budget approved by the 
board provides $15,000 for em- 
ployment of legal counsel, $10,- 
000 for the Governmenttal Re- 
search Institute, a _privately- 
financed fact-finding agency re- 
tained to assist the board in its 
work. and $7500 for hiring an 
executive secretary and stenog- 
rapher 

Other items in 
cover office supplies, 
costs and miscellaneous 
penses An appropriation of 
$50,000 has been included in 
the city’s budget, now pending 
in the Board of Aldermen, to 
cover expenses of the freehold- 
er board. 

The freeholders will use an 
air-conditioned meeting hall in 
Kiel Auditorium which will seat 
400 persons for its meetings 
from June .] to Sept. 27. An- 
other meeting place then will 
have to be found because the 
hall no longer will be available.

NEW ORLEANS, May 26 (AP)

The Meadow Brook National

Construction of the building 
is under way but in the mean- 
time, President August B. Wel- 
ler had an idea. Why not a 
trailer? A check with the Amer- 
ican Banking Association dis- 
closed that there had never 
been a trailer-bank in the 
United States although one had 
been operated briefly in Canada 
some years ago. 

The trailer was delivered yes- 
terday and a staff is busy get- 
ting ready for Monday's open- 
ing by installing a 1700-pound 
safe and other equipment and 
supplies. The trailer is 46 feet 
long and 10 feet wide. There 
is a patio on one side shelter- 
ing four teller’s windows, and 
there are accommodations in- 
side for patrons with other 
banking business than deposit- 
ing and withdrawing money 

The trailer, appropriately 
enough, is painted gold and 
green.

Mansfield Says Visit

Senator Mike Mansfield 
(‘Dem.), Montana, said todav he 
was willing leave it up to 
President Eisenhower's 
good judgment” whether to 
invite Russian leaders visit 
the United States 

Mansfield, a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, made the observation 
interview after Senate 


Republican Leader William 
Knowland of California told the 
Senate 

“I do not believe that any 
American President would ex- 
tend such an invitation or that 
the American people or the 
American Congress would ap- 
prove if it were extended.” 

In his speech yesterday, 
Knowland said the suggestion 
had been made by “columnists 
and commentators” that invita- 
tions be extended to Communist 
party boss Nikita Khrushchev, 
Premier Bulganin and others 
to visit this country 

Opposed to Any. 

Saving he opposed an invita- 
tion to these or any of a num- 
ber of other Russian leaders, 
including Soviet Marshal Georgi 
Zhukov. Knowland added 

“I am greath shocked that 
even some of our good citizens 
should be taken in by such a 
proposal.” 

Talk of possible visits by the 
Russian leaders has been re- 
vived by Russia's informal in- 
vitation this week to have 
several high United States Air 
Force officers attend Soviet 
Aviation dav ceremonies in 
Moscow June 24, and United 
States hints that it might wel- 
come a broader invitation to 
include all members of the 
joint chiefs of staff. 

Nothing further on either 
possibility has been heard from 
the Russians. 

Reporters who talked to 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M 
Molotov at an Argentine em- 
bassy reception in Moscow yes- 
terdav asked him whether the 
United States Joint Chiefs of 
Staff would be invited to Rus-

The British announced in 
London that they have “under 
consideration” a similar invi- 
tation to Air Minister Nigel 
Birch and a group of senior 
Roval Air Force officers 

In Boston, Secretary of the 
Air Force Donald A. Quarles 
told interviewers the United 
States “will be happy to see 
anything the Russians care to 
show us” if the formal invita- 
tion is received 

A return invitation to the 
Russians to visit this country 
he said, “would have to have 
some serious consideration. This 
is not just a Pentagon matter 
but would have to be cons sid- 
ered government-wide.” 

Mansfield said a visit to Rus- 
sia by members of the United 
States Joint Chiefs of Staff 
“eould be one small step along 
the slow road of trying to reach 


some kind of understanding 
with Russia.” 
That question, he said, “is 


one for the President to decide 
as foreign policy leader.” 
Counter-Invitation. 

“If we should accept the Rus- 
sian invitation, it would natur- 
ally follow that some of thei 
military leaders would visit this 


country,” Mansfield said, urg- 
ing 

“Maybe a face-to-face talk 
between the President and 


Marshal Zhukov might clear up 
some of the obstacles to under- 
standing and revive the spirit 
of Geneva.” 

Mr. Eisenhower and Zhukov. 
who developed a_ persona! 
friendship as top military com- 
manders immediately after 
World War II, renewed their 
acquaintance at the summit con- 
ference in Geneva last July and 
have exchanged letters since. 

Before leaving for his vaca- 
tion, Dulles directed his aids 
to advise friendly governments = 
that the United States had not 
altered its estimates of the So- 
viet threat. 

The dominant view reported 
in the top level diplomatic as- 
sessment of the impact of an 
exchange of visits was that it 


might have some dangerously | 


adverse effects on United 
States interests unless steps 
were taken promptly to keep 
policy lines clear with allied 
and friendly governments. 
Dulles was reported to have 
told associates he thought it 
very important that it be made 
clear to all friendly govern-| 
ments that any United States 


participation in exchanges, 


would be a tactical move and 
would not represent any altera- 
tion in cold war policy.

Where Trucks Are at Fault 

The Interstate Commerce Commission ° has 
completed a spot road chetk that is a challenge 
to the American Trucking Association, which 
represents most of the highway hauling industry. 
The check revealed that 90 per cent of the 7734 
vehicles inspected were in violation of one or 
more of the ICC safety regulations. 

Many of the violations were minor but even 
the smallest could play a contributory part in 


some highway accident costing human lives. Cer 


tainly there was nothing minor about these list- 
ings: afr brake equipment, defects, 1142; service 
brake defects, 656; defective steering mechanism, 
415; defective tires, 333.

Is St. Louis beaded for more financial trouble? 
Not -necessarily. but, it certainly is skating on 
thin ice 

The record high budget of $53,751,921 now 
before the Aldermegityns to within $694 of the 
total of anticipated ‘réventes. In other words, 
the City Administration expects it will be re- 
quired to spend just about every penny it takes 
in to support the current level of services, 

That might be all well and good if it mirrored 
the complete budget situation. A neat balance 
of.income and outgo is a sign that the taxpayer 
is not being asked to dig down for more cash 
than is absolutely necessary L nfortunately, 
however, two important imponderables have 
pushed their way info the budget picture. if Bot 
into the budget itself 

The first of these grows out of Public Service 
Co.'s court challenge to the city’s 5 per cent 
gross receipts tax On Tuesday the company 
paid $700,000 of 1955 ‘tax under protest. 
Comptroller Carpenter believes that if the tran- 
sit firm wins its suit it will be entitled not only 
to a refund of that $700,000 kut also to $750,000 
paid under protest for the previous year. That 
would hurt. 

On the other hand because of legal technicali- 
ties it also is possible that the company could 
win its suit and still not recover a penny. In 
any event, the budget the Aldermen now have 
does not anticipate any payment from the com- 
pany for this fiscal year which began April 10 
Thus if the city wins it will take in $700,000 
more than anticipated 

The other imponderable is what will be done 
about the salaries of city employes. A 5 per 
cent increment for almost all of them now is 
pending before the Civil Service Commission. 
But the budget contains no provision for any 
such upward adjustment. Over a full year the 
increase would total $1,500,000. The cost would 
be proportionately less if the increment is de- 
layed a few months. 

And so, if the lawsuit with Public Service Co. 
turns out favorably to the city, if the salary bill 
moves slowly through the legislative mill—and 
if revenues turn out to be a bit more productive 
than anticipated, the city will get by. Taxpayers

The long wrangle over farm legislation ap- 
pears to be near an end. Both branches of 
Congress have accepted a conference bill which 
the President's advisers are apparently recom 
mending that he sign And what is the up- 
shot” 

Upshot No. 1~—The Administration was forced 
to increase price supports on many of the major 
crops beyond the point it had previously in- 
tended to go. This was done in order to make 
more politically palatable the President's veto 
of the origina! biil, which would have restored 
supports at 90.per cent of parity. Instead of 
90,-most farmers will get supports ranging from 
76 to 87 per cent. 

Upshot No. 2—The Administration can claim 
a victory for its soil bank plan, which will now 
£0 into effect next vear inttead of this. The 
soil bank is substantially the same program as 
the soil conservation payments plan initiated by 
the Roosevelt Administration many years ago 
It is a desirable long-range effort to take land 
out of surplus crop production, but can have 
little short-range effect in improving farm in- 
come.

Since. the discovery of uranium in 
caves along the Osage river in the cen 
tral Missouri Ozarks, a new type ol 
tourist is flocking into that region. In 
stead of carrying fishing tackle, these 
are equipped with geiger counters 

No strikes except some small deposits 
of uranium have actually been found 
in the Missouri Ozarks, but, the subter 
ranean Ozarks region is going to be as 
interesting to the tourist as its hundreds 
of miles of beauti- 
ful tree-clad hills 
and numerous swift 
and winding 
streams 

Underground ex- 
ploration is the an- 
swer. There are 
said to be 100,000 
caves in the Ozarks 
region, and of those 
fully 500 are ex- 
plorable. The cave Fonsis wk lies along 
U.S. 66. between St. Louis and Spring 
field, and U.S. 65 between Springfield 
and Harrison, Ark. There is scarcely a 
town between Sullivan and Springfield, 
or from Rolla south to the Arkansas 
state line, that does not have a cave ol 
two in its vicinity to attract tourists. 


Homes of the Aboriginals 


Scientists who have made explora- 
tions say evidence has been found that 
many Ozark caves were inhabited by an 
aboriginal people; not to mention many 
since. In the state park at Sullivan are 
twelve enormous caverns These are 
fled with small, but rich deposits of 
copper, iron, onyx and other minerals. 
In some are small deposits of aluminum 
and highly colored clay used in pottery 

Thousands of pre-Civil War silver 
dollars have been found in them over 
a long period of exploration. The money, 
it seems, was hidden there when Price's 
raiders took that section of Missouri 

To explore the caves of the state park 
at Sullivan would require several days 
and the services of local guides. The 
State makes no charge for exploring, al- 
though the employment of guides is ad- 
vised, since parties have been lost for 
days in some of the larger caverns. 

Sprinkles Bluff Cave, lying immedi- 
ately along the panks of the Meramec 
river, can only be entered at low water 
by diving under the bluff. It has three 


large rooms with dazzling white lime-”° 


stone walls and a lake 
found blind fish. Fishers Cave, 
same locality, is a succession of pas- + 
sages and chambers. 

One of these formed the room where 
Gov. Fletcher of Missouri in,1868 held 
his inaugural! ball. This chamber is 300 
feet long, 150 feet wide and 30 fe¢t 
high, a half-mile from the entrance. 

Onvx Cave, under Lone Mountain, 
goes back 2200 feet and has rooms with 
walls 115 feet high, lined with brown 
and purple onyx. Formerly, a lake hid 
the entrance to this cave, but the state 
drained it so that tourists could visit 
the interior.

Camden's ‘Counterfeiters’ Cave’ 


There is a small cave on the Meramec 
river near Steelville in which is a deep- 
walled spring. The water boils up in a 
basin 15 feet across. It creates a small 
geyser. Extra-heavy weights are re- 
quired to sink a fish hook to the depth 
of 10 feet. 

In Camden county, along the Niangua 
river, is Counterfeiters’ Cave, so named 
because it was the rendezvous of a band 
of spurious money-makers. Robbers’ 
Cave, whose name's origin is obvious, 
and Onyx Cave, abound in the beauti- . 
ful, dripping decorative art of the Ozark 
underworld. Here is also the Devil's

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‘Habitation of the Redskins’ 


Ashley's Cave in Texas county is down 
a deep-walled canyon and difficult to 
approach. Some years ago officials of 
the American Indian Museum, New 
York, visited Ashley's Cave and. pro 
nounced it a prehistoric habitation of 
the redskins. In 1814 it was a powde! 
tactory, and records preserved by the 
Missouri Historical Society show that 
Gen, William Ashley, explorer and trap- 
per, sold 60,000 pounds of gunpowder, 
which he made there from the natural 
deposits of potassium nitrate. The cave's 
interior is even now heavily charged 
with saltpeter, charcoal and sulphur 
Money Cave lies about 12 miles 
northeast of Salem in Dent county. It 
faces on the Meramec and takes its 
name trom a local tradition that Indi 
ans concealed large sums of gold here 
Facing Barren’ Creek, 12 miles south 
east of Tuscumbia in Miller coun 
ty and near State Route 17 is a cave 
celebrated because of a provision in the 
will of a former eccentric owner. John 
Wilson settled there in 1822. For years 
he lived in the cave and when he died 
in 1556 he instructed his heirs to pack 
his body in salt and leave it there 
He commanded that a 10-gallon 
of Ozark moonshine be placed beside 
him, and that seven years after his 
death all neighbors and friends be in 
vited to attend a reugion on the spot 
This was done. Then the mouth of the 
cavern was closed and has remained so.

Col. Louis H. Shirley of the 
Army Quartermaster Corps tes- 
tified before the Senate Inves- 
tigating subcommittee that cap 
maker Sol Schlesinger, head of 
the Ideal Uniform Co., Freeport, 
N.Y., “never offered me any 
money at any time.” 

Shirley went on the witness 
Stand after Schlesinger had 
branded as “an outright lie” 
sworn testimony that he had 
given the money to Shirley, who 
had awarded him the Air Force 
cap contracts. 

Subcommittee Chairman John 


L. McClellan (Dem.), Arkansas, 
threatening perjury and con- 
tempt prosecution, warned 


Schlesinger that ‘somebody has 
committed willful perjury be- 
fore this committee.” 

McClellan said the charges 
against Schlesinger had been 
corroborated by several wit- 
nesses. 

Defends Contract. 

Shirley defended his award 
of two contracts to Schlesinger 
for a total of 720,000 Air Force 
caps. The subcommittee had 
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6. O. P. Leader 
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charged that Schlesinger’s firm | 


was behind schedule on the first 
500,000 caps but still got an 
order for 220,000 more. 

Shirley accused the subcom- 
mittee of resorting to “hind- 
sight.” 

The subcommittee also at- 
tempted to link Shirley with an- 
other military uniform maker, 
#ierman Kravitz, of A tic 
City, NJ. Like Schle ger 
Kravitz has been barred from 
handling any more uniform con- 
tracts. 

McClellan ordered Shirley to 
prove that he paid his own hotel 
vill in Paris May 23, 1952. Shir- | 
ley swore he did and said he 
thought he stayed at the Hotel 
California.

Report on Status 
Of Polio Vaccine

What is the present status of 


the Salk vaccine? Evidence 
continues to accumulate that 
the Salk vaccine provides a 


safe and effective means of ma 
terially reducing, if not entirely 
eliminating, the threat of para- 
lytic poliomyelitis _ -— S 
powerful weapon in our fight 
against paralytic poliomyelitis 
and one that deserves immedi- 
ate and widespread use up to 
the very limit of its current 
availability 


How effective is the vaccine? 
A recent study, involving 8,500,- 
000 vaccinated and unvaccinated 
children, conducted by the Pub- 
lic Health Service, on evidence 
accumulated during 1955 
showta™ a reduction of 78 per 
cent in the rate of paralytic 
poliomyelitis among vaccinated 
children, most of whom had 
only one injection This study 
pointed out that, while some 
children who receive the vac- 
cine may still develop the dis- 
ease because they do _ not 
develop immunity, it can be ex- 


pected that the present vaccine 
will be at least 75 per cent 
effective It must be kept in 


mind that no vaccine will give 
100 per cent immunity. 


Should poliomyelitis vaccine 
be given during the summer 
months? Yes, and even during 
epidemics \ committee of 
representative physicians and 
polio experts throughout the 
country agree unanimously on 
this point 


What is the recommended 
dosage schedule for 1956” Two 
1 cc. injections, spaced from 
four to six. weeks apart, with a 
third or booster injection at 
least seven months late! 

How soon after the vaccine 
inoculation does immunity be- 
bin? Within a week to 10 days 
after the first effective inocu- 
lation the first antibodies begin 
to show in the blood stream. It 
is now recognized that approxi- 


mately 20 per cent of vacci- 
nated children do not respond 
to the first injection with a 
measurable rise in antibody 
tite! In these 20 per cent the 
second injection acts as a pri 
mary “sensitization” or the first 


effective dose. 


What the 


is maximum per- 
missible interval between first 
and second doses of vaccine? 


The first effective dose of vac- 
cine is a sensitizing dose. The 
effect of such an injection is 
not lost if the second one is 
delayed for as long as seven 
months to a year
